T H E FIRST ENVEL OPES. 


T h e y W e r e U s e d In a I’r i i a t e P e n n y 
P o n t In P ar is. 
The first mention of envelopes occurs 
in 1053, when M. de Valay er set up, 
under roy al patronage, a private penny 
post in Paris, and boxes were placed 
at street corners for the reception of 
letters wrapped in post paid envelopes. 
The earliest uses of the word in Eng­ 
lish were by Bishop Burnet in 1714 
and Dean Swift in 172b. 
That the 
“little bags called envelopes,” as Row­ 
land Hill described them, were nothing 
but a revival and were in use as a 
covering for postal purposes long be­ 
fore 1840, when his postal reform was 
established, is evident from the follow­ 
ing: Under date July 21, 1627, Secretary 
Conway gives an account of his “open­ 
ing a letter in the presence of the king, 
which contained a blank sheet.” Lamb 
mentions them in 1825, and in “Harry 
Lorrequer,” published by Charles Lever 
in 1S37, we find, “The waiter entered 
with a small note in an envelope.”* 
The early covers were probably rude 
enough, as machine made envelopes 
were unknown before 1840, and the 
"lick of the gum” did not make its ap­ 
pearance till the succeeding y ear.

Its occurrence dur­ 
ing a great battle ended a five y ears’ 
war between the Medes and the Ly d­ 
ians and led to a permanent peace. 
The Chinese boast of a series of 
eclipses recorded in their annals ex­ 
tending over 3.83S y ears. But these are 
of very doubtfid character. The Egy p­ 
tians said they had accurately ob­ 
served 373 eclipses of the sun and 832 
of the moon before the time of Alex­ 
ander the Great, who died 323 B. C. 
An eclipse observed at Nineveh, June 
15, 763 B. C., is recorded on an As­ 
sy rian tablet now in the British mu- I 
seum. 
A lunar eclipse, occurring at , 
8:40 p. in., March 19, 721 B. C., was ob- | 
served, according to Ptolemy , with 1 
much accuracy at Baby lon. Each cen- ! 
tral eclipse visible in our time is one j 
of an unbroken series, extending from s 
the earliest historic times to the pres- j 
ent and recurring at regular intervals.

THE DECATUR MEETING. 
The Illinois Rep ublican Editorial 
association is in session at Decatur 
today. The meeting is remarkable, 
not because ¡United States senators, 
congressman, candidates and editors 
will be p resent, but because there will 
be p resent several newsp ap er men and 
p a y- , others who were active p articip ants 
{in the first Rep ublican camp aign in 
I Illinois fifty years ago, and who were 
p resent at the convention of anti- 
Nebraska editors at Decatur in 1856. 
When the anti-Nebraska conven­ 
tion was held at Sp ringfield in 1854 
the Rep ublican p arty scarcely had a 
name. 
When the editorial convention 
m et al Decatur, Feb. 22,1854, the Re-^ 
p ublican p arty had no national organ­ 
ization. There were p resent at De­ 
catur twelve editors -C harles H Ray 
and George Schneider of Chicago, V . 
Y. Ralston of Quincy, O. P. W harton 
of Rock Island; T. I. Pickett of Pe­ 
oria, Charles Faxon of Princeton, A. 
N . Ford of Lacon, B. F. Shaw of 
Dixon, E. C. Daugherty and E. W. 
Blaisdell of Rockford, W. I. Urey of 
Decatur, and Paul Selby of Jackson 
ville. Among the p ublic men p resent 
was Abraham Lincoln, and on his ad­ 
vise a p latform was adop ted, and a 
state convention was called to meet at 
Bioomington on May 20. 
The small convention of 1854 and 
the Decatur editorial convention of 
1856 stand at the beginning of the his­ 
tory of the Rep ublican p arty in this 
[state. 
Some of the men who are 
p resent at the convention today have 
seen a half century of work for the 
p rincip les th at trium p hed in the elec­ 
tion of Abraham Lincoln to the Presi­ 
dency in 1860, and th at are maintained 
by the 6,600,000 voters of the Rep ubli­ 
can p arty today.

o f his head at times, and believ ed 
so me o ne was chasing him and trying 
to take his life.

o utco me o f a race he do es no t mean 
that as it wo uld appear to us, but sim­ 
ply that he has wagered £ 25 o n the re­ 
sult. Where mo ney’ is handled in large j 
amo unts it is no t an Infrequent thing 
to hear o ne say o f ano ther that lie has 
a ‘mo nkey’ o f mo ney, meaning that the 
indiv idual referred to is the pro ud po s­ 
sesso r o f £ 500.
